Wife of Leader of British Fas- 
cist Party Succumbs in 
London Hospital.

LONDON, May 16.—Lady Cynthia 
Mosley, wife of Sir Oswald Mosley, 
leader of the British Fascist party, 
died tonight after an operation for 
appendicitis. Her husband was at 


the bedside when the end came. 

The following bulletin was is- 
sued: “Lady Cynthia Mosley, who 
was operated on at 3’p. m. May 9 
for peritonitis following acute ap- 
pendicitis, passed away peacefully 
at a London nursing home.” 

Lady Cynthia Blanche Mosley 
was a daughter of the first Mar- 
quess Curzon of Kedleston. Her 
mother was Mary Victoria Leiter, 
daughter of the late Levi Z. Leiter, 
Chicago merchant. 

She and Sir Oswald were married 
at a brilliant social function in 1920, 
at which time the late Earl Curzon 
was British Foreign Secretary. 
Among those present at the wed- 
ding were King George and Queen 
Mary and the King and Queen of 
the Belgians. 

“Sir Oswald and Lady Mosley had 
two sons and one daughter. 

Lady Mosley served as a Labor 
member of Parliament for the Store 
division from 1929 to 1931. She re- 
signed from the Parliamentary La- 
bor party to affiliate herself with 
her husband’s “new party” which 
developed into his present Fiscist 
organization. 

He also has served in Parliament, 
attracting much attention by his 
campaign methods. While cam- 
paigning he surrounded _ himself 
with former pugilists to make his 
meetings secure against opponents 
who attempted to break them up. 

Lady Cynthia was 47 years old 
and one of the most beautiful and 
wealthy women of the British 
aristocracy. Her estimated income 
was £30,000 (almost $120,000) an- 
nually. She was married at the 
age of 3.

PARIS, May 16. — President 
Roosevelt’s declaration to the na- 
tions of the world today gencrally 
met restrained comment in official 
French circles. A copy of the docu- 
‘ment was taken immediately to 
President Albert Lebrun, and the 
Foreign Office began a close an- 
alysis of the President’s statements. 

The text was eagerly studied in 
the Chamber during recess, and it 
resulted in animated ‘discussion. 

What is looked on here as the 
apparent intention of Germany to 
rearm is obscuring the whole dis- 
armament question, so that even 
Roosevelt’s willingness, expressed 
recently to Special Envoy Edouard 
Herriot, to abandon America’s tra- 
ditional neutrality if satisfied 
about who is the aggressor, was 
considered insufficient to warrant 
weakening of the French army. 

Today’s statement was generally 
well received, members of the 
Chamber of Deputies recognizing 
the good intentions of Roosevelt, 
but opinion was reserved. 


Germany Regards Message as Bold 
Step Carrying Risk.

BERLIN, May 16. — President 
Roosevelt's appeal to the -nations 
of the world to disarm, coming on 
the eye of Chancellor Hitler's an- 
nouncement in the Reichstag to- 
morrow on Germany’s armament 
policy, is viewed in governmental 
circles as meaning that Roosevelt 
has thrown himself boldly into the 
fray, risking having responsibility 
for failure of the Geneva Disarma- 
ment Conference heaped on his 
head if his dramatic coup does not 
succeed.

tion to raise price levels. It 
must, in short, supplement indi- 
vidual domestic programs for 
economic recovery, by wise and 
considered international action. 

The Disarmament Confer- 
ence nas labored for more than 
a year and, as yet, has been un- 
able to reach satisfactory conclu- 
sions. Confused purposes still 
clash dangerously. Our duty 
lies in the direction of bringing 
practical results through con- 
certed action based upon the 
greatest good to the greatest 
number. Before the imperative 
call of this great duty, petty 
obstacles must be swept away 
and petty aims forgotten. A 
selfish victory is always des- 
tined to be an ultimate defeat. 
The furtherance of durable 
peace for our generation in ev- 
ery part of the world is the 
only goal worthy of our best ef- 
forts. 

Reasons for Armaments. 

If we ask what are the rea- 
sons for armaments, which in 
spite of the lessons and trage- 
dies of the world war, are to- 
day a greater burden on the 
peoples of the earth than ever 
before, it becomes clear that 
they are two-fold: 

First, he desire, disclosed or 
hidden, on the part of govern- 
ments to enlarge their _ terri- 
tories at the expense of a sis- 
ter nation. I believe that only 
a small minority of govern- 
ments or of peoples harbor such 


fear of nations 
that they will be invaded. I be- 
lieve that the overwhelming 
majority of peoples feel obliged 
to retain excessive armaments 
because they fear some act of 
aggression against them and 
not because they themselves 
seek to be aggressors. 

There is justification for this 
fear. Modern weapons of of- 
fense are vastly stronger than 
modern weapons of defense. 
Frontier forts, trenches, wire 
entanglements, coast defenses—- 
in a word, fixed fortifications— 
are no longer impregnable to 
the attack of war planes, heavy 
mobile artillery, land battle- 
ships called tanks, and poison

HE text of President Roosevelt's message to the heads of the 
nations participating in the world economic and disarmament 


A profound hope of the people of my country impels me, as 
the head of their Government, to address you and, through you, 
This hope is that peace may be assured 
through practical measures of disarmament and that all of us may 
carry to victory our common struggle against economic chaos. 


which make a successful attack, 
defenses automatically will be- 
come impregnable, and the 
frontiers and independence of 
every nation will become se 
cure, 

The ultimate objective of the 
disarmament conference must 
be the complete elimination of 
all offensive weapons. The 
immediate objective is a sub- 
stantial reduction of some of 
these weapons and the elimina- 
tion of many others. 

Outlines Three Steps. 

This Government 
that the program for immediate 
reduction of aggressive weap- 
ons, now under discussion at 
Geneva, is but a first step to- 
ward our ultimate goal. We do 
not believe that the proposed 
immediate steps go far enough. 
Nevertheless, this Government 
welcomes the measures now 
proposed and will exert its in- 
fluence toward the attainment 
of further successive steps of 
disarmament. , 

Stated in the clearest way, 
there are three steps to be 
agreed upon in the present 4is- 
cussions: 

First, to take, at once, the 
first definite step toward this 
objective, as broadly outlined in 
the MacDonald plan. 

Second, to agree upon time 
and procedure for taking the 
following steps. 

Third, to agree that, while 
the first and the following steps 
are being taken, no nation shall 
increase its existing armaments 
over and above the limitations 
of treaty obligations. 

But the peace of the world 
must be assured during the 
whole period of disarmament 
and I, therefore, propose a 
fourth step concurrent with 
and wholly dependent on the 
faithful fulfillment of these 
three proposals and subject to 
existing treaty right: 

That all the nations of the 
world should enter into a sol- 
emn and definite pact of non- 
aggression: that they should 
solemnly reaffirm the obliga- 
tions they have assumed to

“It is high time for us, and for 
every other nation,” he said, “to 
understand the simple facts that 
the invasion of any nation, or the 
destruction of a national sover- 
eignty, can be prevented only by 
the complete elimination of . the 
weapons that make such a course 
possible today.” 

Message to Congress. 

His text follows: 

“To the Congress: 
~ “For the information of the Con- 
gress I am sending herewith a 
message I have addressed this 
morning to the sovereigns and 
presidents of those nations partici- 
pating in the disarmament confer- 
ence and the world monetary and 
economic conference. 

“I was impelled to this action 
because it has become increasingly 
evident that the assurance of world 
political and economic peace and 
stability is threatened by selfish 
and short-sighted policies, actions 
and threats of actions. 

“The sincere wish for this assur 
ance by an overwhelming majority 
of the nations faces the danger of 
recalcitrant obstruction by a very

Asks for Permission to Sub. 
mit Reorganization Plan 
Under the New Debtors’

The Frisco Railroad filed a ban 
ruptcy petition in Federal Court 
today, stating that it was unable to 
meet its current and maturing obli- 


gations and asking permission to 
submit a reorganization plan under 


the new debtor’s law. The road 
has been in Federal receivership 
since last August. . 

The petition asked the Court 
to appoint the receivers, James 
Kurn; former president, and Joh, 
G. Lonsdale, banker, to continue in 
charge of operations. 

The railroad drew a reorganiza.- 
tion plan last July, which contem. 
plated a reduction in fixed charges 
from $13,700,000 annually to $3,500,- 
000 annually through 1936 and 
would make a large part of present 
charges contingent on earnings for 
a further period of five years. The 
plan was accepted by holders of 
more than. two-thirds of the bonds 
affected. 

The plan gave the capitalization 
of the road as $419,916,290, divided 
as follows: Bonds, including $21, 
000,000 in equipment trust obliga- 
tions, $291,245,767; common stock, 
$65,543,226; preferred stock, $49. 
157,400; short term notes, $13. 
969,897. 

Under the new debtor’s law a 
railroad may submit a reorganizz 
tion plan to the Interstate Con 
merce Commission and the com. 
mission may approve the-plan pro- 
vided it has been accepted by two- 
thirds of the creditors in number 
and amount of. claims. 
Confirmation of the plan by the 
Federal Court would discharge the 
road from debts except as provided 
in the plan.

“You couldn’t 
miss her, she’s such a pretty girl.” 

When the court session opened, 
elke's attorney declared Mrs.

It was reported that Mrs. Jelke 
demanded $225,000 in cash from her 
husband to settle the suit, but this 
was denied by her counsel, George 
P. Slade, who said: “Mrs. Jelke 
refused to agree to as much as 
$7200 permanent yearly alimony, 
the amount he is paying her now.” 

Jelke accuses Mrs. Jelke of “de- 
frtion, gross misbehaviour and 
wickedness.” ;

‘On that day, Oct. 29, 1929, 
Charles E. Mitchell risked every- 
thing he had because he had ab- 
solute confidence in the United 
States and in the National City 
Bank,” said Steuer. “Understand, 
please, that those 18,300 shares my 
distinguished predecessor has men- 
tioned cost Mr. Mitchell $367 
apiece. 

“Any honest man who has suf- 
fered a loss must sell a stock to 
record that loss and reduce his in- 
come tax.” 

“Mr. Mitchell had actually lost on 
that’ stock the difference between 
the price he paid, $367 a share, and 
the value to which it had dropped, 
$212 a share,” said Steuer. “He had 
lost the difference between $212 and 
$367 on every share of that stock. 
He will never deny to you or any- 
one else that he made the sale to 
fix his loss on that stock and de- 
duct it from his income tax. 

Why He Sold to Wife. 

“Knowing that to unload 18,300 
shares of that stock at that time’ 
would be ruinous, he thought of ev- 
ery way he could get get rid of 
that stock but without any profit 
to himself. His purpose was to

~ O00 NUT PICKERS 


R. E>Funsten Willing to 


| Grant 30 Pct. Increase — 


Workers’ Delegation Con- 
siders Proposal. 


Following a strike:of 500 Negro 
women yesterday, the four nut- 
packing factories of the R. E. 


Funsten Co.were idle this morn- 
ing, with the remaining factory 
employes, about 200 white women, 
declining to work. Eugene M. 
Funsten, president, said some of 
the white women reported they 
were afraid to go to work because 
of threats by Negroes. 

Funsten received a delegation of 
the strikers at the company’s 
offices, Sixteenth street and Del- 
mar boulevard, and offered the 
Negro workers Wage increases av- 
eraging 30 per cent. If the offer 
is not accepted, he said, the com- 
pany will suspend operations. The 
delegation of strikers returned to 
their headquarters to consider the 
offer. 

The Negro women went on strike 
in protest against lack of what 
they called a “living wage.” Ata 
mass meeting sponsored by the lo- 
cal Communist organization, the 
women reported that only the 
speediest nut pickers could earn as 
much as $3 a week and that earn- 
ings were as low as $1.40 a week. 
The Negroes received 3 or 4 cents 
a pound for picking, depending on 
the size of nuts, while white em- 
ployes received from 4 to 6 cents 
a pound for more difficult work. 
Funsten said he would propose 
also a change in wages for white 
women, which would be beneficial 
to them. 

Although he said yesterday that 
competitive conditions in the indus- 
try, arising from the employment 
of cheap Mexican and Negro labor 
in the South, did not justify high- 
er wages, he was willing to offer 
the increase in order to keep his 
factories open. 

“There has been some improve- 
ment in the market recently,” he 
said, “and we are offering the wage 
increase to keep going and in the 
hope that the improvement will 
continue. Our company has not 
made a profit for more than two 
years and is not likely to earn 
anything until conditions improve 
materially.” ' 
A white man and eight Negroes, 
who, police said, were exhorting 
Funsten employes to walk out of 
the factories at 3404 Walnut street 
and 2233 Chouteau avenue, were 
arrested yesterday afternoon, 
charged with inciting a riot. 

The white man said he was Matt 
Pelman and gave his address as 
1243 North Garrison avenue, head- 
quarters of the local Co ist 
organization. | 

The fourth factory of the Fun- 
sten company is situated at 4241 
Easton avenue. Funsten said the 
trouble originated there in “a 
slight disturbance” 
when employes made “an indirect 
demand” for a wage increase.

Wed SHOT YOUTH 
GETS SIX MONTHS 


William Skow Found Guilty 
of Felonious Wounding 
of Levi Graham, Web- 


ster Groves Negro. 


William Skow, former Brentwood 
policeman, was found guilty of fe- 
lonious wounding by a jury at 
Clayton today in the shooting of 
an 18-year-old Negro. His punish- 
ment was fixed at six months in 
jail. 

Skow, who was a Deputy Con- 
stable in Centtal Township before 
becoming a motorcycle officer, was 
indicted for shooting Levi Graham, 
Webster Groves Negro; on the 
night of last Aug. 13, at Manchester 
road and the Kirkwood-Ferguson 
car line. The officer explained 
then and testified in court yester- 
day, that he sought to question the 
youth because of reports of prowl- 
ers in Brentwood. He asserted he 
called to Graham to halt, and then 
fired twice in the air before aim- 
ing at the youth, who was running. 
Graham, who recovered from a 
wound in the back, told the jury 
he was on his way home from 
work the night of the shooting. 
Failing to make connections at the 
street car line, he had started to 
jog home, he said, when he was 
struck in the back by a bullet. The 
witness reiterated previous state- 
ments that he had not heard the 
officer call, and heard out one 


shot. 

Second Similar Shooting. 
The shooting was the second by 
Skow of a youth not charged with 
any crime. In 1926, when a Deputy 
Constable, Skow shot Austin 
Kaercher, a Washington University 
student riding in an automobile 
which-the officer was chasing for 
speeding. The shooting occurred 
within the St. Louis city limits, 
whence Skow had chased the ma- 
chine from Brentwood. Kaercher 
was forced to live in Arizona be- 
cause of a lung ailment resulting 
from a bullet in the chest, and ob- 
tafned a $10,000 judgment against 
Constable George Roth, under 
whom Skow was deputized, and a 
surety company. 
After the verdict was returned 
today Skow was released on $1000 
bond. Judge Mulloy announced that 
sentence would be passed May 27. 
Skow was suspended follow- 
ing the shooting of Graham 
and was later reinstated, but he 
testified that he recently had been 
working as a carpenter for the 
town of Brentwood. He is 42 
years old. | ⸗

Charles Labruyere Loses 
Balance When Walking 
Along Concrete Parapet 
of Broadway Bridge. 


Charles Labruyere, 11-year-old 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Preston La- 
bruyere, 8421 Reilly avenue, was 
drowned shortly after 5 o’clock yes- 
terday afternoon, when he lost his 
balance and fell c*f the east rail- 
ing of the Broadway bridge into 
the Rives des Peres. 

With a brcther, Chester, 8, he 
had been playing in Horn’s Grove, 
9200 South Broadway. They were 
on their way home when Charles 
climbed on the parapet, which is 
about two feet wide. He was walk-

The splash was heard by Wallace 
Costley, 26, 8509 Pennsylvania ave- 
nue, who had taken his small 
daughter to the bridge to show her 
the swollen stream.

The body was recovered at 8:15 
o'clock after John Pleimann, a 
professional diver of 812 Military 
road, Luxemburg, and two as- 
sistants had worked at the scene 
for more than an hour.

“We are the articulate women. of 
the country,’ Mrs. Roosevelt said 


fining certain interests that they 
should accentuate. 

‘She gave three principal avenues 
in which organized womanhood 
might prove their power—interest 
in the child, everybody’s child; 
watching of governmental econo 


mies to see that they take place in — 


the right direction; and buying so 
carefully as to make impossible the 
sweatshop. ™ * 
Report Things That Are Wrong. 
The reason for taking a special 
interest in children at this time, 
Mrs. Roosevelt said, is that, “when 


this period of hardship ig over, we 


won’t find ourselves saddled for a 
generation, with more tuberculosis, 
a great increase in crime, and other 
things that go with poor food, poor 
homes and poor education.” 

Pronouncing women the econo 
mists, Mrs. Roosevelt said they 

should watch in town, state and na- 
tion to see that rea] economies take 
place. 

“Under all legislation of a general 
nature there must be certain hard- 
ships, certain things wrong,” she 
said. “They must be corrected 

| gradually, and they won’t be unless 
citizens see and report the things 
that, are wrong. 

Watch the Sweat Shops. 

“It is the club woman’s duty te 
watch the results of economies.” 

She appealed to women in buy- 
ing to “go back to some of the 
standards we used to have, when 
we considered it more worth while 
to have one really good dress than 
three that didn’t amount to much.” 

The club women applauded. her 
enthusiastically when she added, 
“let us resolve that whatever we 
buy shall*not be made out of the 
blood of others.” 

“Extraordinary things have come 
out in the past few weeks as to the 
wages women and children are 
working for at present for unscru- 
pulous manufacturers, as low as 2 
cents an hour, making a wage that 
no one can live on, and making it 
almost impossible for good shops 
and manufacturers to live up to 
standard.”

“The statement is timely and will 
rank among the great state papers 
of history. It is a splendid state 
ment.” * 

Statement by Tydings. 

Senator Tydings (Dem.), Mary- 
land, said that the United States, 
“because of its creditor position 
and its isolation, is in a position 
to offer constructive counsel and 
assistance to a sick world. 

“It is my thought that recovery 
must be to a large extent world- 
wide if it comes at all. The Presi- 
dent is acting with vision, under- 
standing and courage.” 

Senator Byrd (Dem.), Virginia: 
“IT thoroughly approve of it and 
hope it will be successful.” 

Republicans joined the array of 
favorable commentators, Senator

The knotty problems growing 
out of those treaties keep Europe 
in constant turmoil and keep the 
people of the respective countries ih 
constant fear. Hitler is a child of 
the Versailles treaty. :

Judge Holds Measure With- 
in Police Power and 
Emergency Clause Prop- 
erly Attached.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 16.— 
Judge Sevier, in the Cole County 
Circuit Court yesterday, denied the 
petition of dry workers for an in- 
junction against the operation of 
the 3.2 per cent beer-iaw. Miss 
Fannie D. Robb of &t. Louis, W. C. 
T. U. worker, suing as @ citizen, 
sought to enjoin the Food and Drug 
Commissioner and other State offi- 
cials from acting under the beer 

law. 

Miss Robhb’s suit, which was in 
charge of Gus O. Nations as at- 
torney, charged that the emer- 
gency clause was wrongly at- 
tached to ‘the bill when it was 
passed by the Legislature March 4, 
It was her contention that the 
measure was not of the sort for 
which the emergency provision may 
be invoked. Judge Sevier held that 
the emergency clause was valid, 
and was properly attached to 
the measure. 

Attorney Nations said a rehearing 
would be requested, and if denied, 
that an appeal to the Supreme 
Court would be taken. The dry 
workers have planned to invoke 
the referendum against the) beer 
law, but this cannot be done if 
Judge Sevier’s action is upheld 
by the higher courts, as laws with 
an emergency clause are not sub- 
ject to referendum vote. 

Judge’s Opinion. 

After a hearing lasting nearly 
three hours, Judge Sevier wrote 
and read from the bench the fol- 
lowing decision: 

“It is the settled law of this coun- 
try, and particularly of the State 
of Missouri, that all measures af- 
fecting the peace, health of safety 
of the public fall directly within 
the domain of the police powers of 
the State. The act under review 
in this cage certainly deals with a 
subject affecting the public health. 
All measures pertaining to the in- 
spection, manufacture, regulation 
and sale(of food and drink have 
}always been construed as pertain- 
ing to the health of the public. This

The nation also ex- 
pects to assure fast progress at the 
World Economic Conference by not 
burdening the London negotiations 
with tangled currency problems. 

The gold and foreign exchange 
backing of the Richsbank, which 
dropped to 500,000,000 marks ($135,- 
000,000) May 8 necessitated calling 
the conference in order to decide 
with foreign private creditors on 
some form of transfer revision. The 
Reichsbank is determined to per- 
suade these creditors to accept re- 
payments only partly in gold or 
foreign exchange. 

Financial circles seem confident 
of finding the creditors willing to 
reduce high interest obligations, 
which are described as seriously 
hindering the German importation 
business. 


BRITAIN GETS FURTHER OUTLET 


FOR ITS COAL PRODUCTION: 


Foreign Office Signs New Trade 
Treaties With Norway and 
Sweden. 


LONDON, May 16—Increased 
markets for Great Britain’s coal 
are understood to be the features 
of two new trade agreeme:its 
signed at the Foreign Office yes- 
terday with Norway and Sweden. 

Details of the agreements will not 
be disclosed for several days, but it 
is understood they will be much like 
those recently signed with Denmark 
and Germany, by which England 
gave reduced tariff rates to certain 
imports in return for guarantees of 
greater consumption of British 
coal, Other British products aiso 
are expected to receive slightly bet- 
ter treatment through the treaties. 

With respect to coal it is under- 
stood Norway has agreed to take 
about 70 per cent of her coal re- 
quirements from Great Britain. 
while Sweden offers to take 50 per 
cent. These figures are said to 
represent substantial increases. 
Great Britain’s concessions to Swe- 
den include a better market for 
high grades of Swedish steel.

OWEN D. YOUNG 
SAYS U. §, RUINED 
TRADE OF WORLD 


Attributes International Pa- 
ralysis to Insistence on 
Collection of War Debts 
in Gold. 


By the Associated Press. 
PHILADELPHIA, May 16. — Ow- 
en D. Young, author of the repara- 
tions payment plan, said last night 
the United States was responsible 
for having “ruined the currency 


and banking systems of the world,” 
with the-resultant paralysis of in- 
ternational trade, through its  in- 
sistence upon collecting war debts 
in gold. 

Young in an address declared 
failure to temper “the letter of the 
bond” with a realization and ac- 
ceptance of the obligations of re- 
lationship, both among inrividuals 
and nations, Had aggravated the 
world-wide economic crisis. 

“In these difficult times, individ- 
uals, guided by their own self-in- 
terest, are learning that the letter 
of the bond is not supreme,” he 
said. “If that be true of individ- 
uals, how much more should it be 
true of great nations. The large 
self-interest of the creditor requires 
him to take account of the basic ob- 
ligations of relationship. If anger 
and prejudice be substituted for 
patience and understanding, the 
bond will not succeed—the basic ob- 
ligation will be violated.” — 

Young spoke at the annual con- 
ference of the Associatioh of Junior 
Leagues of America. 

Throughout his address ran the 
thesis that “you can not dispose of 
living questions merely by writing 
a treaty, a constitution oor a 
statute.” 

“I venture the statement that the 
lamentable things happening in 
Germany today have their seeds in 
unfortunate clauses of the Treaty 
of Versailles,” he said. 

“The whole world is learning 
that treaties, constitutions, ordi- 
nances and bonds are good only 
to the extent that they are made 
coincident with basic human rela- 
tionships which have the approval 
of that sensitive, quick acting and 
dominant power, the public opinion 
of the world.” 

After suggesting that instead of 
passing the blame along it per- 
haps would be better “if we all ac- 
cepted our own share and then re- 
solved to profit by our own mis- 
takes,” Young criticised the atti- 
tude of the United States on war 
debts. 

Ruination of Currency Systems. 

“On the debts we got.the bond, 
to be sure, dbut did we get our 
money? On the debts we said 
they had no relationship to repa- 
rations, and it was true as writ- 
ten in the bond. But what hap- 
pened when reparations failed? 

“Perhaps you will permit me to 
follow this a little further. We in- 
sisted, as I said, that our allies 
sign the bond to return money 
which we had advanced—no, not 
money even, but goods which we 
had contributed to .@ common 
cause. We asked them to sign the 
bond. They could only repay that 
debt by sending us their goods. To 
the extent which we would not ac- 
cept sufficiently of their goods, 
they could only pay by sending us 
their gold. So having refused their 
goods, we took their gold until we 
ruined the currency and banking 
systems of the world, including our 
own, until international exchanges 
and trade were paralyzed.

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CHINESE DIG IN 


IN FINAL EFFORT 
10 SAVE PEIPING 


Reported to Be in Disorder- 
ly Retreat to Defense 
Line 13 Miles East of An- 
cient Capital. 


By the Associated Press. 

TOKIO, May 16.—Japanese dis- 
patches from the North China front 
say the Chimese are in disorderly 
retreat and making desperate prep- 
arations for a stand along a defense 
line only 15 miles east of Peiping. 

Rengo (Japanese) News Agency 
dispatches say this defense line 
would extend through Tungchow, 
Shunyi and Hwaiju. (Evacuation 
of American mission stations at 
Tungchow already has started.) 

Air scouts reported that the rear- 
most Chinese columns already had 
passed through Yutien, Tangshan 
and Kaiping. These cities are 70 
to 100 miles east of Peiping. Ac- 
cording to Japanese sources the 
towns had not yet been occupied 
by the advancing Japanese army. 

(A defense line extending from 
Hwaiju through Shunyi to Tung- 
chow also would provide positions 
for fighting off the Japanese armies 
which have been pushing in the di- 
rection of Peiping from the Great 
Wall of China to the north.) 

Only obscure reports are received 
con. :rning the operations in the 
north, but it appears that reports 
of the occupation of Miyun, about 
half way between Peiping and the 
Great -Wall, are premature. 

Japanese newspapers say War 
Minister Araki has assured the 
Cabinet that the sole objective of 
the present operations is to make 
certain the security of the south- 
ern boundary of the recently con- 
quered province of Jehol. The 
Great Wall forms this boundary. 


American Board of Missions Evac- 


uates Town of Tungchow.

PEIPING, May 16.—Officers of 


the American Board of Missions at 
Tungchow, 13 miles east of _ here, 
ordered immediate suspension to- 
day of the North China American 
School, acting on the advice of the 
United States Legatinn to evacu- 
ate the town.

Pupils of Six e 
to Take FPart 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE problems of slum reclamation go 

. & far deeper than replacing the present 
obsolete dwellings with model apart- 
ments. The spreading slums are but evi- 
dence that vast numbers of our citizens 
are denied an income sufficient to main- 
tain a decent standard of living. A Gov- 
ernment study, made in 1924, of fam- 

ily incomes and costs of living, indicated 

that two-thirds of the families in the 

wage-earning group fell below the $1700 
income widely used for that year as a 

minimum standard! A further analysis 

of their rent charges, excluding light 

and heat, indicates that of this group, 

all but the lowest 10 per cent paid 

monthly rentals averaging from $12.50 

to $19.50 for accommodations for 45 to 

five people, on the average. 

The year 1924, being neither a de- 
pression nor a boom year, might tolerably 
serve as a rough indicator of possible 
rentals, if we succeed in stabilizing our 
economic system. Housing at $25 to $40 
a month, or even the $19.50 to $32.50 
which one project expects to reach, will 
mean that higher income groups than 
those who now live in the slums will be 
served, or that the families with lower 
incomes which move into such develop- 
ments will have to curtail their expendi- 
tures for food, clothes, possibly recrea- 
tion and medical service, This, as the 
Post-Dispatch pointed out in a _ recent 
editorial, may in turn offest‘the health 
advantages gained from better housing. 

What means, other than outright sub- 
sidy, are available to bridge this gap? A 
reduction of at least 30 per cent may 
reasonably be expected when the Indus- 
trial Revolution, almost a century late, 
gets around to the building industry with- 
in the next year or two. Interest rates 
must be reduced from the usual 6 and 
7 per cent of private interests, and the 5 
per cent that the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation now charges (if a housing 
corporation is properly regulated by 
state or municipal housing commissions), 
to the 3 per cent or less fhat the Federal 
Government must pay. At least a 20- 
year period of amortization must replace 
the present 10-year restriction of the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation. Some 
way must be devised to acquire land at 
a reasonable and fair price, particularly 
for slum reclamation projects. Taking 
this much of the “water and the wind” 
out of our present set-up would put ade 
quate housing within reach of all those 
able to pay from $12.50 to $17.50 a month.

This program quite clearly implies a deter- 
mination to insulate the American price level 
against the effects of world price move- 
ments. It quite clearly implies also a deter- 
mination to adjust the domestic supply of 
goods to the domestic demand.

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CAMPAIGN FOR $90,000 


Drive Under Way Because of 
Failure of Community Fund 
to Reach Goal. 


An intensive campaign to enlist 
10,000 sustaining members, who, it 
is hoped, will contribute the $50,000 
necessary to carry on activities for 
the rest of the year, was begun 
last aight at a meeting of more 
than 800 Boy Scout executives and 
leaders at the Missouri Athletic As- 
sociation. 

The drive is necessitated by the 
failure of the Community Fund 
drive to reach its goal, which sub-

That is the pledg- 
ing of $15,000 by members of the 
executive board. This week the 
scoutmasters and troop committee- 
men who were at the meeting last 
night will endeavor to obtain as 
many sustaining members as they 
can—at anywhere from 25 cents to 
$1000. This, scout leaders hope, 
will net $25,000. Next week the 
scouts themselves will swing into 
action and with the help of their 
parents endeavor to raise the re- 
maining $10,000.

The first contingent of 430 mem- 
bers of the Civilian Conservation 
Corps ordered out of Jefferson Bar- 
racks for reforestation work wi'l 
entrain tomorrow morning for the 
United States target range at Ar- 
cadia, Mo., where they will do the 
same sort of work on the Govern- 
ment reservation as is. done in na- 
tional forests. 


Under orders that the entire Jef- 
ferson Barracks allotment of 10,700 
men must be in the forests by July 
1, officers expect about 9750 men 
at the barracks training camp be- 
fore June 7. So far about 950 men 
have received their training. 

The forest workers ordered to 
Arcadia comprise two companies. 
The other two trained companies 
will remain at the barracks for re- 
forestation work on the 1300-acre 
reservation. In addition, about ,9v 
men will remain at the barracks 
to form a service command con- 
sisting of clerical and supply work 
ers. 

At Jefferson Barracks tents were 
put up for the new men coming 
in. Tents to accommodate 2000 at 
six to a tent were staked on the 
Cc. M. T. C. grounds, canvass quar- 
ters for another 2000 on the north- 
ern end of the reservation, and 
other tents were put up wherever 
space was available. 

Since the entire quota must be 
at work by July 1, the deadline for 
new arrivals has been set tentative- 
ly at June 7. The men must un- 
dergo training for two weeks and 
additional time must be allowed 
for getting them to the working 
areas. Instructions have not yet 
been received as to where the new 
men will be sent.
